The strike- 


breakers who arrived from St. Louis 
were distributed at the barns of the 
Employers' Teaming company with- 
out being molested. A hundred strike- 
breakers employed by the

companies went on strike this' morn- 
ing, to enforce a demand for five dol- 
lars <i day for drivers and four dol- 
lars a day for helpers. The incroaso 
was granted and the men returned 
to work.

Expects to Fill Police Courts. 


"We have made no new plans other 


than to increase the number of men 
on strike duty," said Assistant Chief 
Schuettler. "It is impossible to make 
any plans under these circumstances. 
We expect to fill the police courts 
with men who are now roaming the 
streets and shooting at random when- 
ever they pet excited." 


Attorney Dudley Tayior of the Em- 


ployers' association said he was pre- 
pared to prosecute the cases In the 
police courts as fast as the men were 
arrested. He announced that it was 
his intention to insist, whenever pos- 
sible, upon immediate trials, despite 
the tendency of the attorneys for-the 
arrested men to delay the hearings in-, 
definitely. 


While the legal forces of the em- 


ployers wore thus planning vigorous 
prosecutions, the. union leaders like-" 
wise were taking steps to enlist the 
services of more attorneys.

worn rnad£ at the meeting of the labor 
fed'jration'that strike breakers should 
not be allowed to carry revolvers and 
"razors." 


Spread of Strikes Expected. 


It is not expected that the strike 


leaders will meet 
tho 
aggressive 


moves of the employers otherwise 
than in the manner pursued' during 
the last week. 
Discharges wjll be 


the signal for strikes, and it is proba- 
ble that several large additions will 
be made to the number ot teamsters 
already out. 


There were rumors that the em- 


ployers, tired of waiting for the union 
moves, were on the point of declaring 
a general lockout of 
their drivers. 


This was denied, however, .by John G. 
Shedd, who referred to the idea as 
unwise. 


May Avoid Strike' at Yards. 


Stockyards packers believe a. strike 


of their teamsters can be avoided, ac- 
cording-to statements made by offi- 
cials of various companies. There is 
on disposition on the part of the pack- 
ers to "force the issue," it was said, 
and efforts will be made by the corn- 
panles to avoid precipitating a con- 
flict.

Twice Shoots Man With Whom He

Salt Lake, Utah, May 1— Capt. W. 


A. Ralbourn, Twenty-ninth infantry. U. 
S. A:, committed suicide at Fort Doug- 
las Sunday after making a murderous 
assault on Lieut. William H. Point, 
also of the Twenty-ninth infantry. 


Point was shot twice by his superior 


officer, one bullet penetrating hiB left 
thigh and another 'inflicting a deep 
'flesh wound in his right leg. After 
Lieut. Point had fallen CapL Raibourn 
turned: his revolver upon himself, send- 
ing a bullet Into his head about three 
inches behind his right ear. 
He died

St. Petersburg, May 1.—Thinking 


Russians generally concur in the be- 
lief that the religious freedom by the 
czar In h'ls Easter ukase is the great- 
est concession to individual liberty 
elnce the liberation of the serfs. 


The ukase will benefit 30,000,000 be- 


lievers in the old faith, 12,000,000 non- 
conformists, and about 
40,000,00 of 


alien faith, Including Roman Catholics, 
Lutherans, Protestants, Mohammedans 
and Buddhists. 


Logically the ukase Involves a com- 


plete reversal of Russian policy of 
seeking national unity in conquered 
provinces by compelling religious uni- 
ty. 


Liberty of conscience has been re- 


peatedly proclaimed, and Procurator 
Pobedonostzeff, in his famous reply 
to the evangelical petition of 1S88, con- 
tended that it existed In the empire. 
The fact is that, as a trystlng place, 
all religions have been tolerated in 
Russia, but none has been allowed to 
trespass upon the orthodox faith. Peo- 
ple were free to remain true to the re- 
ligion of their fathers, but were for- 
bidden to make proselytes. Everybody 
might enter, but none might leave the 
orthodox church without forfeiting all 
civil rights, including the right to in- 
iprit.property; and In the train of that 
policy persecutions of every conceiv- 


ble> character were directed against 
he "raskolnikl" or dissident sects, es- 
'eclally the old believers. 


Offshoots of Orthodoxy. 


Among, the raskolniki are- numbered 


. thousand and one queer and rustic 
heresies bred , of "the; great schis*m 
aused by the reform of the ancient 
Itiirgy and'augmented by the suppres- 
;ion of the .patriarchate by Peter .the 
}reat. The old believers, who clung 
:o the old liturgy and marie the sign 
if the cross with three fingers Instead 
of two, was broken up into numerous 
ectc, some discarding priests and sac- 
arrient?, and sometimes trending to- 
vards free love and immoral practices, 
while others Instituted an episcopate 
and priesthood of their own and dealt 
with all Innovations from the west as 
nventlons of the anti-Christ, eschew- 
ng tea, coffee and sugar, and consid- 
ering shaving wicked.

NEW PHOTOGRAPHIC PAPER 


Claimed In Paris to Produce Pictures 
\ in Colors, But Found by Qovern- 


• ment Expert to Be a Fraud. 


r Alv«y A. Adee, assistant secretary o! 
state, is an expert, photographer, aa 
nearly everybody knows. Norman lu 
tho United States, perhaps, Is better 
potted on the new wrinkles of the pho- 
tographic art, says Ira E. Bennett, in tho 
Chicago Daily News. Mr. Adee inves- 
tigates every new discovery and deter- 
mines for himself just what tho thing 
Is -worth. He was greatly interested in 
the recent announcement from Paris ot 
the Invention of a photographic paper 
which would faithfully reproduce col- 
ors. It was hailed all over the world as 
a great invention, solving tli« mystery 
of color photography: 
ITIr. Adee sent 


for gotne of the paper te»ted it and 
found it practically a fraud. 


The claim made for the paper was 


that a photograph taken through an or- 
dinary monochromatic lens, printed 
upon this paper, would develop a series 
»f colors true to nature, varying In per- 
fection with the degree of skill employed 
in the art of printing. Mr. Adee's ex- 
periments and tests proved that the 
.paper did not in any way solve the great 
problem of obtaining colors by the 
transmission 
of tbeir 
wave-lengths 


through a lens and fixation upon paper 
or any other substance. The French pa- 
per was a gelatinized material, the gela- 
tine being laid on in three coats of differ- 
ent 
colors. 
Thejie 
gelatin 
films 


or coats are sensitive to certain 
Intensities of light. If a strong, bright 
light Is employed the effect is a blue- 
white color upon the paper. If amedium 
light is used the resulting color Is yel- 
lowish-brown, and if a faint light is 
used, dark green is the result. 


The combination, of these three colors 


—light blue, yellow-brown and dark 
green—Is the composition of an ordinary 
landscape, which consists of trees and 
foliage (dark), houses and roads (yel- 
lowish-brown), and .the sky (lightblue). 
With consummate skill and Ingenuity 
the French Inventor had evolved * pa- 
per which. If artfully used on an ordi- 
nary landscape, would in fact reproduce 
the colors in strikingly faithful fashion. 
But the claim that the Invention had 
solved the problem of color photogra- 
phy was easily perceived to be absurd 
and needed only a slight change in the 
composition oflhe picture to become' 
patent. 


For example. It was shown, that tho 


maker of colored ^holographs by the 
now method should neverpermitawhlte 
or black cow to come within range of his 
lens, for tho 'result in the completed 
photograph would be a blue and green 
cow respectively—something that has 
not yet been. observed outside >i! tho 
mysterious realm of poster work. 


Color.photography is still a dream.
